Dear Editor, 

Some twenty-five years ago, Mrs. Little (then Mrs. 
Wilcox) became a month-to-month tenant of the prop¬ 
erty at 449 Mariposa. That is the location formerly 
known as the “Library House”, reputedly owned for the 
benefit of the Library to which it is adjoined. 

During her tenure there, there have been weddings, 
births, deaths, and the raising and education of children. 
It was her life. She operated an antique store in Kersting 
Court for many years. 

The property was allowed to deteriorate over this 
period of time, due to neglect by the City to provide 
funds for the most basic fundamental care.

It is never too early to 
start your child with li¬ 
brary visits. Many studies 
have shown that when 
children are exposed to 
books early in life, they 
show a greater interest in 
learning to read.

Rogan ended the evening 
with a fundraiser dinner. 

The printed literature 
on-hand was much more 
indicative of what Rogan 
has to offer the 27th Dis¬ 
trict as a candidate. Rogan 
was a prosecutor with the 
Los Angeles District 
Attorney’s office. At 33, 
he became the youngest 
sitting judge in the state of 
California. In a May 1994 
special election, Jim 
Rogan took over 50% of 
the vote in an 8-candidate 
race, and went on to win a 
seat in the State Assembly. 
Thirteen of his 16 bills 
were signed into law in 
1995, the best record of 
any law-maker in the state. 
Finally, the non-partisan 
California Journal named 
him “Best Legislator 
Overall” in January of this 
year. Assemblyman 
Rogan became the first 
Republican and the young¬ 
est legislator to win that 
honor.

Dangereuses” (Dangerous 
Liaisons) by Christopher 
Hampton is ttie newest 
play at Old Town’s 
Knigtitsbridge Theatre. It 
is laid in that decadent 
period of Louis XVI in 
France wlien tlie 
difference in lives between 
tlie peasantry and the 
aristocracy was at its most 
dramatic and tlie grubby 
desperation of the real 
world seldom impinged 
upon the expensive 
fantasies of tfie ricli. 

Its principal characters 
are La Marquise de 
Merteuil, a hand.some and 
sophisticated widow, and 
Le Vicomte de Valmonte, 
a well-bom rake, who en¬ 
liven their indulged and 
idle lives by interfering 
quite heartlessly in other 
people’s affairs. It is true 


that in those days the only 
way that a woman could 
achieve power was to be¬ 
come the childless widow 
of a wealthy man. The 
Marquise has achieved 
this, under slightly suspi¬ 
cious circumstances, and 
celebrates her wealth, al¬ 
lure and social prowess by 
romantic intrigues and ma¬ 
nipulations. Virtue is an 
unnatural, stiff hypocrisy. 
Men exist to be shame¬ 
lessly betrayed. 

She is assisted in her 
maneuverings by her 
former but still anxious 
lover, Valmonte, who 
prides himself on his abili¬ 
ties as a seducer of inno¬ 
cents. They are witty, 
they are charming, they are 
totally corrupt and they 
love it! 

Valmonte, at last, be¬ 
comes entangled in his 
own web and .sees himself 
as he is.

Arcadia City council 
member Dennis Lojeski 
died on Sunday evening, 
Aug. 11. 

While returning from a 
baseball game Saturday 
night with his son Bryan 
and some friends, he began 
showing signs of the aneu¬ 
rysm that claimed his life 
24 hours later. At age 52, 
his sudden death came as a 
shock to everyone. 

Very dedicated to his 
family and to the commu¬ 
nity he served so well, 
Lojeski is survived by his 
wife Janet, his son Bryan, 
23; and daughter Michelle, 
22. “You couldn’t meet a 
nicer couple than he and 
Janet,” said Jana Costuma, 
director of the Arcadia 
Chamber of Commerce. 
“He was a friend to every¬ 
one.” 

Dennis Lojeski was 
born in Los Angeles, but 
moved to Arcadia with his 
family when he was in the 
fourth grade where he 
grew up and was raised in 
the Arcadia school system. 
He attended USC after 
graduating from Arcadia 
High School, and has had 
a very successful dental 
practice in the City for 


many years. 

His numerous contribu¬ 
tions to the community in¬ 
clude four terms—a total 
of 13 years—on the 
Arcadia City council 
where he served twice as 
Mayor. He served on com¬ 
mittees with the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley Council Boy 
Scouts, Methodist Hospi¬ 
tal, Arcadia Red Cross, 
Arcadia Tournament of 
Roses Association, 
Arcadia Recreational 
Dept., to name just a few 
of the activities he was in¬ 
volved with. He was also 
named Citizen of the Year 
in 1990. 

“What I remember most 
about Dennis is his love 
for the City,” said City 
Clerk June Alford. “He 
really cared about devel¬ 
oping Arcadia, that’s what 
impressed me the most.” 

“He was very proud of 
many of the things that he 
achieved with the City 
Council,” said Bryan, most 
notably the Downtown 
2000 Renovation project. 
He also took great pride in 
the City’s library renova¬ 
tion and fire station. Out¬ 
side of the community, 
Bryan even recalled his 
father being an extra along 
with his brother Ed in an 


Elvis feature film years 
ago.

Educators, Board 
Memb^is Tackle 
Tenure, Budget, 
Class S4ze Issues 

Just as educators from across the state are trying to find ways to reduce 
class size in the primary grades in order to take advantage of $771 million 
in new funding, Kevin Gordon, California School Boards Association as¬ 
sistant executive director, addressed the legislation and implementation is¬ 
sues to achieve a student/teacher ratio of 20:1 during a recent meeting of the 
West San Gabriel Valley Coalition for Education. 

Also on the agenda for the meeting held in the board room at the Arcadia 
Unified School District was a CSBA report on teacher tenure and an advi¬ 
sory on budget issues. Attending the meeting were school board members, 
teachers and administrators from the San Gabriel Valley. 

Gordon pointed out that there is enough money in the program for every 
district in the state to achieve the 20:1 ratio at three grade levels. However, 
because of space limitations and staffing needs, some schools will not be 
able to implement the entire program all at once. If only one grade level is 
reduced at a schoolsite, the grade level shall be first grade; if only two grade 
levels are reduced, the grade levels shall be first and second grades; and if 
three grades are reduced, the grade levels must include first and second with 
governing board discretion over the choice between kindergarten and third 
grade. 

The Arcadia Unified School District is currently trying to find ways to 
participate in the class-size reduction program, said Joann Steinmeier, presi¬ 
dent of the AUSD governing board. 

Legislation requires districts to conduct staff development addressing in¬ 
dividualized instruction, effective teaching in smaller cla.sse.s, identifying and 
responding to pupil needs, and opportunities to build on the individual 
strengths of pupils. 

While Governor Pete Wilson suggested abolishing tenure, also termed 
"permanent status,” CSBA urged the governor to improve the dismissal 
process but not do away with tenure entirely, according to Gordon. CSBA 
recommended intermediate discipline which would be suspension without 
pay and a change in the probationary period for teachers to a minimum of 
one year and a maximum of four years. 

Steinmeier, who served on the CSBA task force on teacher tenure, pointed 
out that Arcadia enjoys a good relationship with the teachers union; how¬ 
ever, other districts throughout the state do not have that kind of relation¬ 
ship. She added that the current process on teacher tenure/dismissal is “en¬ 
tirely too convoluted, too complicated to be workable.” She also emphasized 
that CSBA recommendations are aimed at being good for the teaching pro¬ 
fession and are not designed to threaten teachers. 

Regarding funding for public schools, Gordon explained that the 1996- 
97 budget boosts funding by more than $3 billion over last year’s levels. The 
combination of adjustments to last year figures and new dollars for 1996-97 
result in $2.4 billion of new ongoing revenues, in addition to $1.1 billion in 
one-time Proposition 98 “settle-up” funds. 
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provided the setting for a 
cocktail reception held by 
Arcadia Republican 
Women, Federated on Sat¬ 
urday, Aug. 3.

Min¬ 
gling among the crowd 
were such Republican dig¬ 
nitaries as U.S. Congress¬ 
man David Dreier, State 
Senator Dick Mountjoy 
and State Assemblyman 
Bob Margett. 

Millie answered ques¬ 
tions from the media, chat¬ 
ted with guests and signed 
books until she was for¬ 
mally introduced as ‘The 
mother behind the man we 
all listen to and admire and 
who we hope will change 
the direction of our party.” 

When Millie stepped to 
the microphone and began 
to speak in her soft, south¬ 
ern drawl she said, “I don’t 
know why they asked me 
here but my goodness, this 
is a wonderful place to be.

Pastor Barney was talking to us about “Lessons in 
Life” as given to us by the author of authority, Jesus. 
In life authority comes to people from the outside. We 
are not bom with authority but acquire it as we wend 
our way through life. With Jesus this was not the case. 
Jesus’ authority came from within because He was the 
beginning and the author of authority. In Matthew 
28:18 Jesus says, “All authority in Heaven and on earth 
has been given to me.” People recognized this imme¬ 
diately, were astonished and responded. 

Authority is an ambivalent sort of thing because it 
can be used to oppress or serve the needs of people. 
Jesus’ authority manifested itself in its servant hood. 
He came not to be served as would have been the pre¬ 
rogative of His station and position. He chose to serve 
and meet the needs of people, both spiritually and physi¬ 
cally. This enhanced His ministry and made it more 
effective and powerful. 

As we grow older we become more and more sub¬ 
jected to authority. This can take the form of govern¬ 
mental authority, or the authority imposed upon us in 
our labors. However, the veilest form of authority is 
the bondage we subject ourselves to. This latter mani¬ 
fests itself in bad habits, drugs, alcohol, abusive per¬ 
sonality, lack of compassion, selfish and self-centered 
behavior, ad infinitum. Jesus and His authority is the 
only lasting answer. If we assume an attitude of ser¬ 
vant hood, serving Jesus primarily and mankind second¬ 
arily, then the authority of Jesus can set us free.
